Section 5. The |Illinois Insurance Code is anmended by
changi ng Section 356z.4 as added by Public Act 93-102 as

foll ows:

Sec. 356z.4. Coverage for contraceptives.

(a) An individual or group policy of accident and health
i nsurance anended, delivered, issued, or renewed in this
State after the effective date of this amendatory Act of the
93rd Ceneral Assenbly that provides coverage for outpatient
services and outpatient prescription drugs or devices nust
provide coverage for the insured and any dependent of the
insured covered by t he policy for al | out pati ent
contraceptive services and all outpatient contraceptive drugs
and devices approved by the Food and Drug Adm nistration.
Coverage required under this Section nmay not inpose any
deduct i bl e, COi nsur ance, wai ting peri od, or ot her
cost-sharing or limtation that is greater than that required
for any outpatient service or outpatient prescription drug or
devi ce otherwi se covered by the policy.

(b) As used in this Section, "outpatient contraceptive
service" neans consultations, exam nations, procedures, and
medi cal services, provided on an outpatient basis and rel ated
to the use of contraceptive nethods (including natural famly
pl anni ng) to prevent an uni ntended pregnancy.

(c) Nothing in this Section shall be construed to
requi re an insurance conpany to cover services related to an
abortion as the term"abortion" is defined in the Illinois

Abortion Law of 1975.

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(d) Nothing in this Section shall be construed to
requi re an insurance conpany to cover services related to
permanent sterilization that requires a surgical procedure.

(e) Nothing in this Section shall be construed to

require any person or entity to contract for, enter into,

i ssue, or otherwi se provide an insurance policy that in the

opinion of the person or entity would abridge or violate that

person's or entity's conscience as defined in Section 3 of

the Health Care R ght of Consci ence Act.

Nothing in this Section shall be construed to abri dge any

ri ghts quaranteed by the constitutions of the United States

or the State of Illinois or the laws of the State of

Il1linois, including but not linmted to the Reliqgious Freedom

Restoration Act, the Health Care R ght of Consci ence Act, the

Abortion Performance Refusal Act, and the Illinois Abortion

Law of 1975.
